Las Vegas Motorcycle Rider Killed Near Moapa 

 
On Saturday, September 17, 2016 at approximately 11:10 a.m., Troopers from the Nevada Highway 

Patrol were dispatched to an accident on State Route 168 near Moapa. 

 

The preliminary investigation details indicate that a black 2003 Harley Davidson motorcycle was 

eastbound on SR168 near mile marker 6. For unknown reasons the male rider failed to negotiate a left 

curve and went off the roadway to the left. The motorcycle entered the left dirt shoulder and then went 

down an embankment, ejecting the rider. The rider succumbed to his injuries and was pronounced 

deceased on scene.  

 

The rider was identified as 59 year old David Kuhlman from Las Vegas, Nevada.  

 

This marks the Nevada Highway Patrol-Southern Command’s 47th fatal crash resulting in 51 fatalities for 

2016.
